At tbe May meeting of tbe New 
England Society of tbe Orangea “Equal 
Taxation*' was tbe topic dlacuaaed. 
Ueniy V. Condlot Prealdent of tbe Jer- 
aey City Board of Trade waa one of tbe 
apeakera and said: 

“lbs queatlua Is whether tbe rail¬ 
roads are taxed as they should be. I do 
not oeileve we shall ever have equal tax¬ 
ation, because tbe valuation of property 
remains In human control, but 1 do hope 
for equal tax rates. We are not expect¬ 
ing equal taxation, but we are expecting 
to have laws tbat call for equal taxation. 
We have laws against tbe crime of mur¬ 
der, but they do not pievent It.'* 

Mr. Cocdtct argued that tbe payment 
of a francblae tax to tbs State waa In¬ 
equitable, because all portions of tbe 
State shared tbe money, whereas rail* 
road property la not equally distributed, 
there being thirteen munlelpalltlea In 
I the Suu la which theta la ho wlltwwi 
property. Mr, Coodlet dellared tbat 
the valuation of property waa wbat It 


Would fetch at a foroMlaala. 

Tba next speaker waa Senator Wiliiaaa 
D. Edwards, wbo preeehted tbe aubjeet 
front a railroad point of view. He aald} 
“Some seven or eight years ago Jereey 
City thought It was entitled to some‘'ad¬ 
ditional taxes front tbe railroads, aod 1 
did wbat I could to aecura tbe relief, 
aod It was granted. Now, 1 am here to 
tell wbat tbe railroad view of thin 
question la. I don't pretend to give my 
personal vlawa on any subject. It la 
true tbat the people of tbe Stite have 
gieat veneration for the railroads. 
They treat tbein, as tbe BepubUoao 
party treats tba tariff, as ao infant in¬ 
dustry, aod they started away back In 
IbJO with a method of taxation which 
tbe courts held waa a contract. Tbe 
railroads later rellnqulabed tbelr rights 
and made a new deal, because the State 
under tbe old deal, bad a right to 
tbe railroads at coat." 

itr. Awards con tin “ed by abo 
that tbe main stem of the Peonaylvaota 
Hallroad la aa4eeeed at three times Its 
coat. In Eaat Orange, be contlnowd, 
tbe Lackawanna pays ti.CO per $1.00 at 
full valuation. 1: baa 1.S4 miles of 
main stem alxty-alx feet wide aod alto¬ 
gether ooutalolng twelve aod a half 
acres. The total acreage of Eaat Or¬ 
ange la 2.493. Tbe total valuation In 
tba city la iI6,dbl.200, as reported by 
tbe asaeaeora, Tbe average valuation 
per acre la M,200. Tbe railroad com¬ 
pany paya flC.GoO at tbe full valuation, 
but If tbe property waa aaaesaed at tbe 
average rate per aoia of valuation It 
would pay only t8,Sbb. 

George L. Record, Corporation Coun¬ 
sel of Jersey City, told bow Mr. Edwards 
defeated a propualton before tbe State 
Board of Asaeaeora for ao Incraaeed 
valuation on railroad property. Jersey 
City ft'und tbat tbe valuations bad been 
unchanged for twenty years, and be¬ 
lieved tbat they should be raised. Mr. 
Edwards combated tbe propoaltluo aod 
tbe flgures were unchanged. Later, 
eald Mr. Record, be found ao old brief 
of Mr. Edwarda'a when he waa Corpora- 
tloo Counsel, In which here fitted every 
argument be bad advanced aa tbe rail- 
road repreaeotative. Taking up tbe 
qunation of railroad valuation, Mr. 
Record declared that tbe Pennsylvania 
line from tidewater to tidewater could 
not be duplicated tor any sum of money, 
and tbat comparing tbe valuation of 
railroad property with adj >lolDg land 
was not germane aod waa beggtng tbe 
question He argued some length 
lu favor of ao Increased valuation of 
all railroad property, abowlog oooclu- 
elvely tbat Jeiaey City suffered more 
tban any other munlelpiMMy, beeauee of 
tbe Immense boldloga by the railroads 
of real estate in tbat city.
